WITH refpeft to thst part of the 'Refolution of 
the Honourable the Houfe of Commons, whereby it 
Is required to Tet forth the Contents of the Stills 
feized, and of what materials they were made, it is 
to be obferved, that the regulation for payment of 
bounties, and fubfiftence, being on the number of 
ferviceable Stills feized, without having regard to 
their fize oranaterials, no Returns of their Contents 
were made to the Commiffioners of Excife, and can- 
not. now be afcertained ; the .laid Stills having been 
broken up, and fold or deftroyed, nor can their ma- 
terials be further afcertained, than that they w'erc 
in general fmall, and made of tin, with not manv 
exceptions-; and that no produce arofe to the Crown, 
on the fale of thofe Stills, the entire amount having 
been given to the Seizing Officers, by the Standing 
Regulaiioivs of the -Commiffioners of Excife, as a 
reward for their exertions. 

And with regard to the Townlands where unli- 
-cenced Stills were found, although fuch Town- 
lands were chargeable with penalties, in relpeft to 
fuch Stills, but from defefts in the law, and the al- 
moft univerfal oppofltion given to proceedings for 
recovery of faid penalties, an inconfiderable pro- 
portion of the fame only appears to have been 
levied; the law, however, has been fince altered, 
whereupon proceedings have latterly been had, 
which it is expedled will be attended with more 
fuccefs.
